Mr.  Chairman  and  Gentlemen, 

L have  the  honour  to  submit  my  Seventh  Annual 
Report  as  Medical  Ofl&cer  of  Health  to  the  Cockermouth 
Urban  District  Council. 

The  report  is  in  similar  form  to  last  year’s  and  it  is 
gratifying  to  note  that  whilst  the  number  of  deaths  remains 
about  the  same,  the  birth  rate  continues  to  increase.  The 
senile  death  rate  i.e.  of  those  over  the  age  of  65  3'ears  is 
now  74%  of  all  deaths  and  about  one  third  of  all  deaths 
occur  over  the  age  of  75  years.  There  were  three  still  births 
and  four  deaths  of  infants  under  1 year  of  age,  all  due  to 
apparently  unavoidable  causes,  cancer  deaths  were  again 
reduced,  none  being  due  to  cancer  of  the  lung  for  the 
second  year  running. 

The  second  part  of  this  report  has  been  prepared  by  Mr. 
Pattison,  and  shows  the  work  undertaken  and  efficiently 
carried  out  by  his  department  during  the  year. 

1 would  record  my  a})preciation  of  the  co-operation  and 
help  which  I have  received  from  him  at  all  times  and  would 
express  my  thanks  for  the  help  given  me  by  the  Clerk  and 
his  staff  and  the  continued  kindness  and  helpfulness  of  the 
members  of  the  Council.

POPULATION. 

The  iiopulation  figure  of  5,560  is  given  for  the  year  1960  by  the 
Registrar  General  and  called  by  him  the  “Home  Population”. 
On  this  figure  the  birth  and  death  rates  and  the  incidence  of 
notifiable  diseases  are  based. 

The  population  figure  for  1959  was  5,450. 


CHIEF  OCCUPATIONS  OF  THE  INHABITANTS. 


Cockermouth  is  an  old  market  town  (its  Royal  Charter  having 
been  granted  in  the  year  1221).  For  many  years  Saw-Mills,  Build- 
ing Contractors,  a Brewery  and  the  Railway  have  employed  a con- 
siderable number  of  persons  (mainly  male)  and  since  1939  five  new 
works  of  employment  were  commenced ; one  of  these,  a 
Blood  Manure  factory  has  ceased ; the  other  four 
are  made  up  of  a Shoe  and  Slipper  factoi’y,  a Clothing  factory,  a 
light  Engineering  works  and  a Precast  Concrete  works,  employing 
altogether  over  1,100  persons  including  a large  number  of  female 
labour,  particularly  at  the  two  first-named  which  also  have  workers 
from  outside  the  Urban  area.  There  are  as  well,  of  course,  those 
individuals  absorbed  bj^  the  usual  businesses  and  trades  of  a small 
country  town.  A few  find  employment  about  the  large  cattle  Mart, 
whilst  a few  are  engaged  in  agriculture,  and  in  coal  mines,  quarries 
and  steelworks  outside  the  district. 


STATISTICS. 

The  Tables  of  vital  statistics  are  set  out  below  showing  birth 
rates,  death  rates  and  rates  for  maternal  and  infantile  mortality. 

Crude  birth  and  death  rates  are  corrected  by  means  of  an  Area 
Comparability  Factor  supplied  each  year  by  the  Registrar  General. 
They  allow  for  varying  age  and  sex  distribution  of  the  population 
in  different  areas  and  enable  comparisons  to  be  made  with  figures 
for  other  areas. 

This  year  the  factor  for  births  is  1.01  and  for  deaths  1.00. 

The  total  live  births  were  98,  an  increase  of  8 on  the  figure  for 
19.59,  resulting  in  a birth  rate  of  17.6  (17.8  corrected),  compared  with 
16.6  in  1959.  Six  of  the  births  were  illegitimate. 

There  were  three  still-births,  giving  a still-birth  rate  of  29.4  per 
thousand  total  births.  In  1959  this  figure  was  21.7. 

The  number  of  deaths  at  all  ages  was  78,  giving  a death  rate  of 
14.0  per  thousand  of  population  compared  with  13.6  in  1959. 

There  were  no  maternal  deaths  during  the  year. 

There  were  4 deaths  of  infants  under  one  year  of  age,  two 
occurring  within  tw'o  days  of  birth  and  both  due  to  gross  pre- 
maturity, and  two  due  to  congenital  abnormality. 

Deaths  from  cancer  fell  to  12.  None  of  these  were  due  to  lung 
cancer.  This  is  the  second  year  when  there  have  been  no  deaths 
from  this  disease. 

There  were  no  deaths  from  Tuberculosis  during  the  year.

INFECTIOUS  DISEASE. 


The  total  number  of  cases  of  Infectious  Disease  notified  in  1960 
was  16.  Excluding  Measles  and  Whooping  Cough  the  number 
was  5. 

There  were  no  notifications  or  deaths  from  Diphtheria,  Polio- 
myelitis, Typhoid  or  Puerperal  Pyrexia. 

There  were  two  notifications  of  Dysentery.  This  is  a welcome 
decrease  in  the  number  of  cases  of  Dysentery  compared  with 
previous  years. 

There  were  no  deaths  from  Tuberculosis  but  three  new 
Pulmonary  cases  were  notified.

These  hgures  ai'c  less  than  last  year’s,  and  still  leave  much 
to  be  desired  as  regards  the  state  of  immunity  of  the  infant 
population. 

It  should  be  stressed  that  primary  vaccination  against  Smallpox 
is  much  safer  in  infancy  that  in  adult  life  and  that  Smallpox  is  one 
disease  where  immunity  can  only  be  built  up  by  either  contracting 
the  disease  or  by  being  vaccinated. 


DIPHTHERIA. 


The  figures  in  tabular  form  show  the  number  of  Diphtheria 
immunisations  during  the  year  and  the  state  of  immunity  of  the 
pre-school  and  school  age  iioiuilation. 

Since  1959  it  has  l)een  i)ossible  to  catch  uji  with  the  backlog  of 
booster  injections  needed  by  infants  and  school  children.  This  has 
resulted  in  the  number  of  children  under  15  years  of  age  who  are 
adequately  protected  (i.e.  have  had  both  primary  and  booster 
injections)  having  increased  from  461  in  1959  to  1,463  in  1960.  The 
number  Avho  ai*e  partiallj'  protected  (i.e.  have  had  primary  injec- 
tions only)  has  fallen  from  569  in  1959  to  475  in  1960. 


POLIOMYELITIS. 

It  will  be  seen  that  the  number  of  people  having  only  had  2 
injections  (a  primary  course)  has  been  reduced  from  691  in  1959  to 
382  in  1960,  and  that  the  number  completely  protected  by  three 
injections  has  increased  from  1,025  in  1959  to  1,561  in  1960. 

Vaccination  and  immunisation  against  smallpox,  whooping 
cough,  tetanus,  diphtheiua  and  poliomyelitis  is  carried  out  regularly 
at  the  County  Council’s  various  Clinics  and  any  of  these  i^rotective 
procedui’es  may  be  had  upon  application  to  such  places. 


B.C.G.  (Tuberculosis) 

Mantoux  testing  and  B.C.G.  vaccination  was  continued  in  1960, 
the  age  group  being  those  born  in  1946.  A table  on  the  next  page 
gives  detailed  figures. 

Of  the  193  consents  given  (a  70%  consent  rate)  all  but  eight 
were  tested  and  45  (25%)  were  found  to  be  positive  reaction  i.e.  to 
have  had  previously  contact  with  tuberculosis.  The  remaining 
negative  reaction  were  given  B.C.G.  Vaccination.  The  fi.gure  of 
25%  for  positive  reaction  compares  favourably  with  other  ai-eas  and 
is  about  the  same  as  in  19.59.

Time  does  not  permit  a lengthy  or  greatly  detailed  account  of  the 
activities  of  the  year  but  much  important  work  has  been  done  in  the 
spheres  of  housing,  street  lighting,  water  supply  and  sewerage, 
ajiart  from  noimial  daj'  to  day  matters. 

Finally  I exj^ress  my  ai)preciation  of  the  ready  co-oimration  and 
encouragement  given  to  me  at  all  times  by  Di'.  Patterson,  the  Clerk 
and  his  Staff,  and  the  valuable  assistance  rendered  by  my  part-time 
clerical  assistant,  Mrs.  K.  Nairn,  and  the  Works  Foreman,  Mr.  C. 
Wilson.

WATER  SUPPLY 

The  method  of  obtaining  water  by  bulk  supply  from  Working- 
ton  Coi’iDoration’s  trunk  main  from  Crummock  continued  as  before. 
The  total  amount  abstracted  during  the  year  into  the  Council’s 
Moor  reservoir  Avas  100,081,000  gallons,  equivalent  to  an  average 
daily  consumption  per  head  of  47  gallons.  This  figure  includes 
trade  supplies  which  account  for  approximately  10%  of  the 
consumption.  Treatment  of  the  lake  water  continued  as  set  out  in 
the  1955  report.  The  Workington  Corporation  and  my  department 
continued  sampling  for  bacteriological  analysis  and  received  con- 
sistently good  reports  from  the  Cumberland  Pathological  Labora- 
tory. The  amount  supplied  to  the  high  level  areas  of  the  town  via 
the  Sunscales  reservoir  averaged  64,000  gallons  per  day  Avhich  Avas 
25%  of  the  total  consumj^tion. 

Only  6 properties  in  the  area  have  private  Avater  supplies. 

DRAINAGE  AND  SEWERAGE 

The  seAvage  disposal  Avorks  continued  to  function  satisfactorily 
but  rebuilding  of  the  retaining  walls  of  the  filters,  Avhich  AA^ere  show- 
ing signs  of  collapse,  has  had  to  be  continued.  Rebuilding  and 
redraining  of  the  sludge  drying  beds  is  also  being  carried  out. 

With  the  exception  of  41  houses,  Avhich  have  private  seAvage 
disposal  Avorks,  all  properties  in  the  district  ai’e  connected  to  public 
seAA'^ers. 


REFUSE  REMOVAL 

There  is  a Aveekly  collection  of  refuse  in  all  parts  of  the  town. 
Trade  refuse  is  also  collected.  Refuse  is  disposed  of  by  controlled 
tipping  at  the  Lorton  Road  refuse  tip  Avhere,  despite  a shortage  of 
covering  materials  at  times,  the  refuse  has  been  mostly  kept 
coAmred.

OFFENSIVE  TRADES. 

The  firm  of  fellmongers  continued  to  trade  in  the  Urban  area. 
The  i^remises  were  found  to  be  clean  and  well  maintained  during 
each  of  the  12  in.spections  made. 

PREVENTION  OF  DAMAGE  BY  PESTS  ACT,  1949. 

173  visits  were  made  and  38  premises  were  treated  for  rats  and 
mice  infestations.  3 of  the  properties  were  business  premises.  The 
techniques  of  the  Ministry  of  Agriculture,  Fisheries  and  Food  were 
adopted  and  the  poisons  employed  were  zinc  phosphide  and 
Warfai’in. 


FOOD. 

Apart  from  Slaughterhouses,  122  visits  were  made  to  various 
food  premises.  1 bakehouse  Avas  cleaned  and  redecorated,  sanitary 
accommodation  was  repaired  at  1 bakehouse  and  provided  at  a food 
shop.

HOUSING. 

5 Houses  were  completed  in  Henry  Street  during  the  year  by 
the  Council  and  28  were  erected  by  private  owners.  The  building 
of  6 bungalows  at  The  Green,  Melbreak  Avenue,  was  commenced 
by  the  Council. 

During  the  past  16  years  373  Council  and  181  private  houses 
have  been  built  in  the  district. 

A great  deal  of  work  was  done  to  further  slum  clearance  and 
representations  of  unfitness  were  made  in  regard  to  30  houses  in  St. 
Helen’s  Street,  resulting  in  5 Clearance  Areas  being  declared  in 
respect  of  which  2 Clearance  Orders  and  2 Compulsory  Purchase 
Orders  were  made.  Two  houses  outside  the  Clearance  Areas  were 
included  in  one  of  the  Compulsory  Purchase  Orders. 

In  addition,  a further  37  representations  were  made  in  resjDect 
of  individual  unfit  houses,  resulting  in  the  Council  deciding  to  make 
16  Demolition  Orders  and  18  Closing  Orders.  One  undertaking  to 
make  the  house  fit  was  accepted  and  two  houses  remained  to  be 
dealt  with  at  the  end  of  the  year.
